The Fits' formed in October 1979 in Blackpool, 
and after building up a good local foliowing 
they signed to Beat The System and released 
their first E.P., "You Said We’d Never Make 
It", Since then they have another two E.P.'s 
("Think For Yourself"/"Last Laugh") and an 
L.P. ("You’re Nothing Your Nowhere") to their 
credit, plus a few gigs on the U.K. Subs tour 
7/e talked to Mick Crudge at his flat in 
Blackpool and this is what he had to say...,. 


There’s a possibility of Crass because they like us, but the most likely 
one that we'll go on is Rot Records, so we’ll probably do a one off single for. 
them and see how it goes. Incidentally, Rot is run by Dunk (ex Riot Squad singer) 
who also manages us now. We’re off to France soon to do a one off gig with Anti 
Pasti and if that goes well we’re lining up a French tour, so there'll be no 
decisions for a record company until we get back-anyway.
